IHE FIGHT WE ARE INV 
ERMANY'S 18 In progress. A terrific blow has 


been delivered against the Allied center that has ton away a part 
of the French defense, and the Huns are again plunging forward to- 
wards the historic battlefield of the Marne. To minimize the gravity of the 
new attack would be folly. The German war machine has been repaired 
since its disastrous wreck in the Flemish hills a month agb and it is still 
formidable. The loss of the fortified ridge known as Chemin des Dames, 
of Fort de, Conde and of Soissons has necessitated a general retirement of 
the Allied line west of Verdun for a distance of fifteen miles along a thirty- 
mile front. This salient forms another tooth in the jagged ‘saw, with which 
the Germans are mutilating France—while over here in America we are 
dancing and feasting and fussing up for fiestas and pageants. : 
Measured on the basis of territory lost and won, the verdict would be 
in favor of the Hun. He has taken fortified cities, has captufed considerable 
war material and has driven a salient into the Allied line that forms a 
menace to the right wing. But for this initial success he hag paid a terrible 
price. The frontal attack on Chemin des Dames cost hich not less than 
40,000 men; over 30,000 fell before Soissons and Fort de! Conde; Fismes 
and St. Thiery cost him not less than 30,000 sach.

WOMAN’S LAND ARMY. 
: Since ent 
dorsed the Woman's Land Army movement 


in a direct letter to its organizer, and since 


there is no question that the women of Eng- 
land and France have proved themselves 
triumphantly capable in agricultural work, 
it seems to be time that American men 
should reconsider any prejudices on this 


. subject. Of course the prejudices may as 


well be frankly admitted; it goes against 
the grain to wipe out the traditions of a 
lifetime, even though, unadvertised and un- 
sung, Many thousands of women have been 
doing hard field work in this country since 
the beginning, and many a homestead owes 


its success to the ability of women to get 


down to hard and continuous labor. 

The first two units now working at Elsi- 
nore comprising twenty-two robust young 
women— the first properly-organized units 
to demonstrate their abilities in this coun- 
try—appear to have made good so far as 
they have gone—which is not so very far. 
The gallant Elsinore ranchers are unstinted 
in their praise of the capacity and endurance 
of the attractive young women—not one has 
lost an hour’s work in four weeks’ continu- 
ous test. And this is in spite of the physical 
disabilities peculiar to women. Of course 
they have been treated considerately. 

Some criticisms have been leveled 
against. the women’s uniform, which is con- 
sidered as ostentatious; but its defenders 
have some logic on their side—they declare 


that a practical, serviceable uniform makes 
not alone for comfort, but for a sense of 


responsibility—just as the clerk scarcely 
feels like a soldier until his uniform has 
been donned, no matter what his fighting 
attributes. And just as the men of peace 
are called upon to adopt a new vocation in 
war time, so these women are war workers, 
and, are as truly enlisting for the public 
weal as the men. The young women declare 
that that uniform affects their whole atti- 


tude towards the work-——-they must live up 


to it; they must do it credit. 

Actually, of course, the hardships of the 
work of land production have been greatly 
exaggerated. A very large proportion of 
ranch work is merely a question of persist- 
ence and industry; very little of it is heavy 
and strenuous. And it is true that the mas- 


culine labor the rancher upholds so faith- 


fully has been an uncertain order. Ranch- 
ers have always complained bitterly of the 
casualness of their labor—men will quit 
without notice—and the vast majority of it 
has been transient. The rancher has been 
up against a rather low order of intelli- 
gence and a general lack of enthusiasm and 
‘personal responsibility. In each of these 
respects the young women at Elsinore have 
proved themselves a happy success. They 
all take a very personal pride in their work 
and, as pioneers, they are at considerable 
pains to wipe out old prejudice against their 
sex by a zeal and dependability that have 
astonished the farmer. The best evidence 
of thelr success is the acreage in the Elst 
nore district now under profitable and suc- 
cessful cultivation through their service. 

Much of the heavy work of the modern 
ranch is done by agricultural machines now- 
‘adays; farming has been elevated to a sci- 
ence.

That is to say—maybe it is. They can make another play with the 
same story and characters, but can they really do it again? 


Cheat” was one of those plays with 

A great moment which made 
the reputation of the play, and 
also made the actor famous. It 
was the moment of that one sin- 
gle glance of scorn that came from

That one moment stamped Haya- 
kawa as a great actor with fin- 
ished silent power, and with sub- 
tlety not then known to the screen.

All groves are well inland and 
at considerable altitude, ranging from 400 
feet in North Grove to 8000 feet in the Giant 
Forest. The big tree does not reach south- 
ward beyond Tulare county; the most south- 
erly lot is to be seen in the Greenhorn 
a ountains, on the South Fork of Deer 
‘reek, almost on the northern line of Kern 
county. It contains about 150 trees and 
covers 300 acres. All these groves are 
closely guarded from fire and other dan- 
gers, and, as it is rarely a tree dies or 
blows over, we shall no doubt have a goodly 
supply until those in parks and gardens be- 
come venerable patriarchs, a thousand

When the writer bred them, 
eggs looked richer and better to him when 
they ha dtinted shells. The Plymouth Rock 
is a good family hen. By special feeding, 
which can be easily learned, she can be 
made to lay almost as well as a lighter 
hen and she carries a great breast-bone cov- 
ering of white meat. It is a delightful pas- 
time to breed Barred Plymouth Rocks for 
une feathers, but if one hopes to breed for 
feathers, he must start with fine-feathered 
There are many backyards of Ply- 
on, but which, if well kept, are an all-around 
family asset. 
The Rhode Island Red breed is a splendid 
breed tor the home, being hardy and ha- 
ing the same proclivities as the Plymouth 
Rocks. Breeders of “Reds” invariably re 
fuse to see their equal in any other breed. 
if one likes wild fowl meat, the English 
Dorkings are a great breed, seldom bred in 
this southern country. The dark meat ts 
not appreciated by many persons and the 
chicks do not put on flesh early. They do 
not make early fryers but lay early as pul- 
lets, and lay as well as pullets into the 
sixth year. The Silver Gray Dorkings are 
the prettiest and are easy to handle. One 
should start with a good strain. They have 


ing. the top Wyandotte having 197 eggs to 
her credit as against 190 eggs for the Leg- 
horn. A Rhode Island Red came next with 
181 eggs. This is exceptional, but signifi- 
cant. 

The very small breeds are not without 
their advantages in the backyard flock. The 
black-breasted Red Game Bantam is a great 
bird in spite of his measurements. If one 
prefers to put the backyard into lawn or 
flower beds, he can save a little ground 
space for a pen of Bantams, and build the 
pens high and topped. They fly almost as 
well as pigeons in low flights, and one can- 
not keep them cornered except with a pen 
of fine-wire net sides and tops. Their house 
should be built as high as other houses and 
their perches put rather higher. They are 
great winter layers and two of their eggs 
are more than one egg of market size. They 
stand our winter rains well but must not 
be allowed to perch outside the house at 
night. They take coldg like bigger birds, 
but respond quickly to cold remedies.

In the time of winter rains she 
puts them all to bed at night and keeps 
them as dry as possible. She has covered 
runs for the little fellows and removes the 
covers oh sunny days. She puts little perch- 
es across the narrow runs by day and pulls 
them out at night, that none of the chicks 
will attempt to stay out of the house by 
night. Only in our southern parts could 
one do all these things well, and only a few 
women could make such successful care- 
takers.

Free Range and Hatchability 

The question of free range versus yarding 
for breeding stock and the hatchability of 
eggs is again in evidence. A short refer- 
ence to the subject, a few weeks ago, 
brought forth the following note from H. R. 
Houna of San Marcos: 

“Your reference to weak germs and in 
fertility in hatching eggs is in line with my 
own opinion. And the increase in the fer- 
tility and vitality of eggs is certainly a prob- 
lem well worth while. My experience with 
turkeys shows that range hens lay more fer- 


tile eggs and have stronger poults than 


I have heard that prices for incubator eggs 


are considerably higher from chickens on 
range. It certainly appears that birds of 
any kind would do better in every way 
— (except forced egg production) the near- 
er they are to nature. The animal food the 
birds get on range and clear ground, along 
with variety of feed and exercise, certainly 
proves beneficial with the turkey. Why not 
with chickens?”

‘yeasons may hold these figs through the 
winter and mature edible figs the followin, 
spring. This frequently happens in Call 

‘fornia foc. hill sections with the Kadota fig. 
An Italian fig known as Pasquale, or Faster 
fig, is so called on account of its habit of 
holding its fruit through the winter and 


spring and maturing it around Easter time. 

This habit of the fig tree is a normal ome | 
and should ordinarily give the growers no 
concern. However, the winter frosts usual 
ly imjure the small figs and give a chance 
for various rots and molds to gain access. 
Most of these molds are harmless to the 
tree simply because the fruit gradually 
dries up and falls off. One of them, how- 
ever, is an active parasite and grows down 
through the stem of the fig into the bark. 
lt there kills patches of bark and frequent- 
ly girdles the branch. This form of injury 
is very common on young fig trees, espe- 
cially on the Adriatic, Mission and Kadota, 
although it may be found on practically any 
variety of edible fig or caprific. On ac- 
count of the prolific nature of the Kadota it 
is very common to find the branches in- 
jured by .this die-back and considerable loss 
follows in case the branches are desired 
for cuttings. 

The only practical prevention for this 
die-back is to rub off the green figs at this 
time of the year before they are injured by 
frost and betore infection takes place. If 
the wood is infected there is no practical 
remedr except the cutting out and disin- 
‘ecting of the diseased tissues. 


THINKS WE SHOULD 
PLANT THE KADOTA 


In the belief that a considerable acreage 
of undeveloped land im Southern California 


the Reckwith Company of Reedley, a con 
cern making a specialty of canning and pre 
serving figs, is endeavoring to interest 
Southland growers in the growing of th.s 
crop. I. C, Beckwith, vice-president of the 
company, recently spent a week in Les An- 
geles interviewing land owners and holding 
conferences with Chamber of Comme ¢t 
representa(jves of this and other cities wih 
a view to getting the Kadota’ industrv 

Started in this section. He declared that if 
sufficient acreage could be assured his 
lirm would establish branch plants at two 
or three locations in the South. 

‘Tue idea that the Kadota can be grown 
successfully only in parts of the San Joa- 
guin Valley is erroneous, Mr. Leckwith 
said. He expressed the belief that this va- 
riety of fig would do well, under proper 
handling, in the San Fernando Valley and 
in parts of Riverside and San Bernardino 
counties. He said his company was willing 
to buck its bellef in this regard by enter 
ing into long-term contracts to buy fruit 
from blocks of land of sufficient size to war- 
runt an outlay for local canning and pre- 
serving facilities. The Kadota fig. he pre 
dlicted, would in time become one of the 
staple fruit products of California. 


OLD-TIME RANCHER 
HAS VARIED CROPS 


SAW TELLE.-—One of the oldest ranches 
in Sawtelle, and one of the few remaining 
of any size, is that of E. I. Barnard & Sons, 
comprising 200 acres lying just south of the 
town, fronting on either side of Pico Boule- 
vard between Sawtelle Boulevard and 

Corinth avenue. The Barnards have been 
residents of Sawtelle for over twenty years 
and aave made ranching pay on their prop- 
erty. 

The level-lying acreage is planted in the 
summer to beans, which average twenty- 
five sacks to the acre. These would bring 
to the producer 74% cents per pound, but 
at present are being held for higher prices. 
in winter, the acreage is plante:! to letcuce, 
which is shipped to commission merchants 
in Los Angeles. This lettuce averages from 
400 to 500 crates per acre. Near the vege- 
tables is a beautiful forty-acre crove of 
lemons thaf are just beginning to produce. 

Mr. Barnard says that the rotation of 
heans and vegetables holds the crops up 
without any fertilization or expense being 
necessary to produce a better soil. The 
land is rich in natural loam.
